All mentioned candidates were 
forgotten, and the mention of Hill's 
name caused a stampede in hia favor. 
Fifteen hundred delegates yelled them- 
selves hoarse, two bands of music tried 
to drown the tumult. Hill, as chairman, 
pounded violently but ineffectually with 
his gavel in a vain attempt to restore 
order. The atrange situation of the pre- 
siding oflicer forced agauut hia will to 
accept a unanimous nomination when 
other candidates had been presented and 
apparently accepted by the convention. 


Hill had ordered a roll cull on the 


nominations already made. It waa ex- 
pected that John Boyd Thatcher, would 
be the nominee.

county wan called Delegate lleynolda, 
unheard of in the party councils, threw 
afire brand by saying, "Tlie united 
delegation from Allegheny county de- 
sire to place in nomination for governor 
their first and only choice, David Ben- 
nett Hill.

At tlie time fixed for the trial 
I appeared in court as attorney for the 
defendant, I reached the courtroom a 
very short time after 9 o'clock, probably 
not more than a minute. Judge Webb 
was then on the bench, and as J. took 
my seat he dald: 'Mr. Coldwell. tbe 
case of Ellis vs. Matheson is called, 
what do you want to do with it?' 


"I replied: 'The defendant is ready 


for trial, and as I do not see the plain- 
tiff 
or 
her 
attorneys 
present 
I 


move that the case be dismissed for 
failure of the plaintiff to apoear at the 
trial'and prosecute.' Judge Webb said: 


' "There is another matter to be heard 


after this that will take but a short 
time, BO we will take that up and per- 
haps they will appear in the meantime.' 
This was a matter in which M. Denicke 
was interested. 
Denicke was sworn 


and examined as a witness and obtained 
judgment at the conclusion of the hear- 
ing. The court next took up a matter 
in whjich K. P. Ashe was a defendant, 
G. L. Warlow appearing for the plaint- 
iff. Mr. Warlow was sworn and testi- 
fied in tho proceeding, and the case was 
disposed of.

tin established tbe 
proposition thai 


Walser was not entitled to any salary as 
deputy district attorney. 
Under the 


county government act the district at- 
torney draws a certain salary for his 
services. It is also provided that the 
board of supervisors may allow the dis- 
trict attorney one deputy at a salary not 
exceeding $1500 per annum, if, in their 
judgment, the pervice of ench deputy is 
necessary. Under that provision of the 
law, which la applicable tn every county 
in tliia state, the district attorney of this 
conntv is entitled to one deputy, to bo 
paid h"y the county, if the board of su- 
pervisors authorize him to appoint end 
deputy, and not otherwise. 


"The provisions of the county govern- 


ment act, which are made expressly ap- 
plicable to counties of thn eight)) clasf 
(and Fresno is the only one of the eightl 
class), provide that tliere shall be one 
district attorney, and tbat he may o 
hia own motion and without the author 
ity of the Board of .Supervisors appoin 
-three deputy district attorneys. The de 
cteion in the Waleer case declares this 
provision of the law to be unconatitu 
tional and therefore void. The Dist?ic 
Attorney of this county haa appoint* 


lie deputies under that provision of tte 
county government act, which has been 
declared void, and not by authority of 
;he Board of Supervisors. These depu- 
tes were all regularly appointed and 
;hey have authority to perform the du- 
;ies of the ofllce, but they are not en- 
itled to any salary from thu county. 
The District Attorney may appoint a 
iu mired deputies if he so desires, but 
,hey must be paid by himself and not by 
lie county. This was settled to be the 
aw in tuo case of Welsh VB. Bramlet, 
which was decided by thu supreme court 
two years ago. 


"The action ofWalsw vs.Austin was a 


jerfectly useless proceeding. The de- 
siaioii of the supreme court in tbat case 
simply reaffirms what it bad before de- 
clared to be the law in the case of 
Welsh vs. Bramlet. 
"Upon the principles enunciated in the 


case of Walser vs. Austin and Welsh vs. 
Bramlet, if carried to; their logical re- 
sult, no county officer has tbe power to 
appoint any deputy and 
make his 


salary a county charge, without being 
authorised by the board of supervisors. 
The payment of any such salary is with- 
ml authority of law, and an action will 
ie on behalf of the county to recover 
the money."

A SERIOUS "ACCIDENT. 


Fall of Shelving in J. S. Hermann's 


Store. 


What might have been a fatal acci- 


dent, and which was an expensive ones, 
occurred about 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon at J. 8. Hermann's clothing and 
burnishing store at 1822 mid 1824 Mari- 


i street. The upper shelving along 


me whole side of tiia store gave way 
ind 
fell with a tremendous crash, 


breaking all the show cases on that side 
of the store, and scattering boxes all 
over tbe floor. It was by chance that 
some one or more persons were not 
killed or badly injured, for usually thero 
lias been some one behind the counter 
there, and had anyone been struck by 
the heavy shelving, loaded as they were 
with boxes, tho result must have been 
very eerioue. 


The crash was heard n block or more 


away. Tlie reason for the fall ingot the 
shelves was that a too treat weight of 
goods had been piled upon them, and 
they finally gave way under the contin- 
ual Strain. 


The loss was considerable, aside from 


tho broken shelves and tho ruined snow 
cases, and the injury to the articles in 
the show cases. The goods from thu 
shelves were scattered all over tho 
floor, and nearly all of the boxes were 
broken open, and the contents were 
rolled about in the dust. These goods, 
while really aa good as they over wore, 
will not do to go back on tbe shelves as 
new goods, ana the only way to dispose 
of them at all will be to sell them at 
whatever price can he obtained, even il 
it is next to nothing. There was no in- 
surance against that kind of accident, 
and the sacrifice in disposing of these 
goods will be a heavy one for the firm 
to make, but there seems to be no other 
way out of it.
